2. PURPOSE. To perform a scoping survey of potential target areas which were strafed with 
depleted uranium (PU) munitions. 

3. BACKGROUND. The Project Silver Falcon Team far U.S. Army Center for Health . 
Promotion and Preventive Medicine (USACHPPM-EUR) c~nduoted a scoping survey of the nine 
identified DU target sites in the U.S. Sector in Kosovo. 

a Two of the ‘he sites were identified mine fields and were not considered for 
monitoring or sampling. 

b. Two of the nine sites showed no evidence of enemy occupation or battle damage. They 
were on a freshly tilled farmland and in wooded bills. Due to the lack of time-ar&EOEWi@@?ZL 
monitoring and sampling were not conducted. 
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c. Two of the nine sites showed evldenca of enemy occupation but no battle damage. The 
area was monitored using Field In&uments for the Detection of Low Energy Radiation 
(FIDLERS). No readings were recorded more than 50% above the normal backgroqdmd+tion. 

d. Threa of the nine sites showed evidence of enemy occupation and battle damage. These 
M were monitored using lXOLERs. No readings were recorded more than 50% above normal 
background radiation. Soil samples were taken and analyzed at the Center for Health Promotion 
and Preventive Medicine in Edgewood, Maryland for the presence of DU in the soil. All soil 
samples repoti a ma&m ratio of U235:U238 ofbatween 7.20-7.30 permt. This indic+s the 
soil ~ampks c~miSted of natanal uranium. It does not demo- the presmce ofallyDUintlle 
soil. 

4. FOLLOW ON ACTIONS. 

a, Cqrently the project team is investigating the possibility of other DU target sites in the 
US. sector in Kosovo. Ifthare are additional target sites in the sector, the project team will 
evaluate the potential for locating DU on thase sites arul determine if it is viable to conduct 
further scoping surveys.
